DUBLIN. May 25.—The most gigan- 


tic outburst of violence 
In Dublin

ings. 


Some persons were killed. Includlnc

$5.000.000. Fighting started after the 
rebels had applied the torch to the 
custom house.

Mistaking 
them for Sinn Felners the Black and 
Tan policemen opened fire killing and 
wounding some of them. 


The custom bouse was destroyed.
